tions came from ? 

The book is a uselnl one for Canadians as it is w<‘ll illustrated 
and has fewer species to recognize* than the gen(*ral manuals for 
northeastern North America. Xevertheh‘ss, it is apparent that 
it cannot take the place of manuals which have kevs to, and de- 
seriptions of, all 88 species, rather than ,inst tlie 64 described. 
It is disappointing to purchase a liook published in 1964, to find 
that the keys, descriptions and species concepts are those of 1935.
